Secretary{ James T. Beach of the ERepub- 
lican state Committee, Says He Has 
Figures Giving the State to Kimball by 
About 8,000-—Secretary Fanning, at the 
city Men, Admits That Kimball is 
Elected, if He Has Over 3,000 Plurality 
in Kansas City—Latest Returns From 


That Town, 

At 1p. m. to-day, there were grave 
fears among the Democrats taht Kim- 
ball had beaten Francis and had 
been elected Governor. At Republicas 
State headquatters this claim was 
made openly and emphatically, while 
at Mayor Francis’ office and at the Demo- 


cratic State headquarters there was much 
doubt and some fear. 

The whole question hinged on Kansas City, 
and from that oity it was impossible at the 
hour mentioned to get satisfactory figures. 

REPUBLICANS URE OF KIMBALLY 

Jas. T. Beach, Secretary of the State Repub- 
lican Committee, sald at 4 o'clock this after- 
non: ‘‘I have no figures to give out, but Jack- 
son County is safe by a handsome majority. 
Kimball has got the State by about 4,000 ma- 
orit y. 

Mr. Beach, D. C. Coleman and an idle tele- 


ers operator, were the only persons about

Secretary Fanning said: It is generally 
admitted now thatagreat deal depends on 
Kansas City and Jackson County. If Kimball 
receives a plurality of *,000 in Kansas City 
the race will be very close between 
him and Francis for Governor. If Kimball 
should obtain a plurality of from 4,000 to 5,000 
or over in Kansas City he will probably be 
elected.’’ 

CONFIDENCE AT DEMOCRATIC HEADQUARTERS. 

At4o'clock this afternoon the State Demo- 

eratic Committee had received returns from 
fifty points in the State, and tad re- 
turns from Mississippi, Butler and Dunk 
lin eounties complete. The committes was 
unable to obtain definite advices from Jack- 
son County (Kansas City), Greene County 
(Springfield), or Buchanan County (86. Jo- 
seph). The reports from thirty points in 
the State, indiscriminately selected showed 
that Fravels ran behind Cleveland 
between thirty and fifty votes at each 
of the polling points heard from. 
On the basis of these reports 
and the vote of 4 a enlculation 
was made which elected Franeis Governor by 
12,000 votes. Committeeman Carroll, a more 
careful calculator, figured the Democratic 
majority out at 6,000, It was 
argued that with the 10,000 votes lost in this 
city, 1,000 lost in St. Joe, another In Spring- 
field, and anything under 6,00 in Jack- 
son County Francis would mim have 
a safe plurality. © Mamitt said there 
was no question Mr. Francis’ elec- 
tion, — heless considerabie 
anxiety among the Mayor’s triebds who had 
gathered to hear the news.

Sackville, in his dispatches, de 
clines to admit anything biameabie in his con- 
duct and treate the Murchison letter as pri- 
vate, and the writing of it as an ordinary 
incident, the hubbub about which caused 
him the greatest astonishment. Ihave reason 
to believe that Sir Clare Ford, Minister at 
Madrid, will succeed Sackville, although Ford 
personally is rather disinelined to quit his 
present post. 

RIOT RUMORS NOT VERIFIED.

AT THE BULLETIN BOARDS. 


Crowds of Enthusiasts Stay Out All Night to 
Get Reports. 


The temperature of the St. Louis pulse was 
clearly indicated last night by the mobs which 
gathered about the bulletin boards. As the 
favors fluctuated inthe political balance the 
crowds grew excited and subsided into a sol- 
emn silence which was at times painful. 


The natural organs were not deemed by many 
werful and isterous enough to express 
eir feelings. Tin horns and wooden wuis- 

tles were plentiful, and the Assinine kazoo was 

plentiful. Several energetic young men pro- 
vided themselves with horns which necessi- 
tated considerable labor to carry them 
around. The interest in the bulletins did not 

Hacken until late in the night, or rather 
til early in the morning. At times the 
eering was simply deafening when, as for 

instance when the news was given to a Demo- 
eratic crowd that Palmer had carried — 
or when the Republican crowds were notifie 
that the New York Democratic papers 
conceded the State to Harrison. Along about 
the time reports began to assume a definite 
tone, roosters and other emblems of triumph 
and victory began to make tbeir appearance, 
many men hesitating some time before com- 
promising themselves to the extent of making 
a definite stand on the question. At 
the Post-Disratce office the crowd 
filled Olive street from Broadway to Sixth 
street. From the time the first bulletin was 
posted until the ‘‘good night’’ bulletin was 
run out at f a. m. the crowd stayed undimin- 
ished, loth to go until the last scrap of in- 
formation had been obtained. Up Olive street, 
where the crowd prevented a near approach 
to the bulletin, opera-giasses were brought in 
touse. From windows along Olive street, 
west of Sixth, people could be seen seated in 
the windows with opera glasses glued to their 
foreheads caliing off the reports to their 
friends inside as fast as they were posted. 

There was a floating crowd which traveted 
in a bunch like a fock of sheep and was con- 
stantiy on the go from one bulletin to an- 
other, comparing reports and making calcu- 
lations one minute only to have them upset 
the next. 

The Post-DIsPaTou bulletins at the branch 
offices inthe outlyirg parts of the city were 
central points of interest until long past mid- 
night, and the news obtained from them was 
circulated through the residence portions of 
the city with astounding rapidity. The morn- 
ing papers kept their bulletins going until day- 
light and plentyof people stayed to see the thing 
out, while many others climbed out of bed at 
or s in the morning and went down town to 
get the latest news, not being satisfied to wait 
until the papers were left at their doors with 
the news in definite shape. The verdict of the 
crowds was invariably that the Post-DIsPaTca 
had the most complete and prompt returns up 
to closing time.
